ANTI-BETTING BILL IN VIRGINIA. 

j Norfolk, Va.. .T.'imiary l."». — With a view to s1(»p- 
I ping borse rai ing al the Jamestown Jockey Clnh’s 
‘ tr:u k. Drlegate Strphenson. of James City, has in- 
iitMlueivl a bill in tlie Virginia Legislature to make 
it unlawful ft>r any peisoiis tt> make a wager or play 
at any gime f(»r m«>m«y or anything else of value 
in this stat<‘. If tin* bill is passed, which is regarded 
as «‘Xtremely ilonbtfnl, it would pr«‘vent the jiro- 
pose«l spring meeting at Jamestown. The bill reads, 
in i*art. as follows: 

‘*Ib- it enaeted. by the General .\sseinbly of Vir 
gini.a. that it sliall be unlawful for any person to 
bet, wager, or play at any game for ui<»ney or any- 
tbing of value. 

••Anyone violating the provisions of this act shall 
be guilty ef a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not exceeding ?1.<XK) and im- 
prisom il in jail for not exceeding one year. 

••The Cirenlt Courts and justices of the peace 
shall have concurrent jurisdiction in the trial of all 
cases und<‘f this act and the Commonwealth and the 
accused shall have the right to appeal from the 
decision of tin* justices to the Circuit Court.” 

WANT STALLION FEES RETURNED. 

Lexington, Ky,. January 15. — Under the Kentucky 
statutes, the owner of any stallion standing for 
service in this state is re<iuired to pay. in addition 
to tax<‘s on tlie animal, the amount of his service 
f«*e ys an annual license. .V committee of horsemen 
of which Mat S. (oln*n. of this city, is chairuiau. 
has drafted a hill that is intended to put this money 
haek into the hands of horsemen and farmers, and it 
will Im* presented this week to the legislature for 
enactment. The bill stipulates that all such money 
collected by the county clerks shall be paid over 
annually to the county fair associations to be dis- 
tritmted as premitiins for horses of the various 
breeds.
